| ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 
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Indications of a Substantial Lib- 
eral Triumph. 


Returns from Different Counties---The 
New Members Chosen. 


Russia and Turkestan—Rome—Foreign 
Flashes, 


England. 

LONDON, April 2. — At the Parliament 
elections William Nicholson (Liberal) was 
elected for#etersfield, a Liberal gain; Joseph 
Pulley and R. F. Reid (Liberals) for Here- 
fordCity, a Liberal gain of one; Thomas R. 
Hill (Liberal), re-elected, and Meln- 
tyre (Liberal), for Worcester City, 
a Liberal gain; for Southwark, Arthur 
Cohen, Q. C. (Liberal), and Prof. Therold 
Rogers (rather extreme Liberal), receiving 
9,693 and 9.521 votes respectively, E. Clarke 
and M. Cattley (Conservatives) receiving 
8,163 and 7,674 votes respectively, a Liberal 
gain of two; for Chelsea Sir Charles Went- 
worth Diike, proprietor Atheneum (Liberal), 
re-elected, receiving 12,406 votes, and J. B. 
Firth (Liberal) receiving 12,406 votes, a 
Liberal gain, Lord Inverarie end W. J. 
Browne (Conservatives), receiving 9,666 and 
9,488 votes respectively. The total number of 
the Liberal votes polled upto last evening 
720,000, Tory votes 621,000; increase in the 
Liberal vote over last election 154,000, and in 
the Tory vote 55,000. 

LONDON, April 2.—The Telegraph says: 
‘*Yesterday’s elections afford undoubted en- 
couragement tothe Liberals. but in solid 
significance the vote of the city of London 
must be held to ontweigh a dozen petty bor- 


oughs.” 
WIIAT THE TIMES SAYS. 


LONDON, April 2.—The Times says: Not- 
withstanding the generally adverse character 
of the returns, it is eyident they are far from 
involving that wholesale condemnation of the 
Government for which some Liberal speakers 
have argued. Inthis respect the returns of- 
fer a conspicuous contrast to those of 1874 or 
1868. 

THE QUEEN AND THE MINISTRY. 

MANCHESTER, April 2.—A London corre- 
spendent says.a strange idea prevails, even in 
wcll-info.med quarters, that the Queen will 
send for Lord Hartington instead of 
Lord Granville. It may be taken 
ak absolutely certain she will not summon 
Gladstone- A ministry formed by Lord 
Granville would certainly include Gladstone, 
but Lerd Hartington, not Gladstone,fwould 
lead the House of Commons. If the Liberal 
majority should fall below twelve or fifteen 
the next Parliament will probably be very 
short-lived.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 2.—The announce- 
ment of the success of the Liberals in England 
has produced considerable satisfaction in po- 
litical circles here. 

SKOBELFFF’S DEPARTURE,

THE PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES.

A Bold and Candid Estimate of Their 
Qualities by Mr. C.A. Dana. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—The Graphic pub- 
lishes an interview with Mr.C. A. Dana,which 
will be found of unusual interest, as it deais 
inabold and striking way with the various 
candidates forthe Presidency. ‘*‘The Demo- 
cratic party,’’ he said in conversation, ‘‘is 
the only one which at all represents or at- 
tempts to maintain the spirit and traditions 
which led to the establishment [of our demo- 
cratic Republic. The Government was found- 
ed as a very abolition of government. The 
leading idea was to carry 6n affairs with the 
least possinvle governmental interference. The 
Republican party has constantly strengthened 
and centralized the Federal authority, in vio- 
lation of all the principles upon which the 
Union was established. I am against Grant, 
because he is, above everything else, the rep- 
resentative of the centralizing policy oMthe 
Republican party and because [ regard] 
essentially dangerous for any man to be * 
than twice President. Blaine, She.- ‘4h, 
Washburne, Edmunds, I should oppose for 
the same reasons. Every one of them would, 
in a party emergency, support Gen. Grant for 
a third term.’’ 

**And on the Democratic side?’’ 

TILDEN. 

**There are three questions which come up 
in connection with his possible nomination. 
First—Can he he elected? Dothe people re- 
gard him as innocent of or as having been 
personally interested in the cipher dispatch 
business? If any considerable portion of 
either or both political parties believe him 


to have been knowingly a party to that affair, . 


that will bea serious consideration. Sec- 
ondly—Are there in the Democratic party el- 
ements so hostile to him, either in New York 


imporsible were he nominated? Thirdly—Is 
his state of health and physical vigor such that 
he could or could not stand the canvass and 
the subsequent toil and exhaustion which nec- 
essarily attend the effice?’’ 

‘*That’s non-committal. ’? 

‘*Should Tilden be nominated and his elee- 
tion be the only means of crushing the third- 
term dogma, I should undoubtedly support 
him. But should there bea third candidate, 
aman who would stand a greater chance of 
defeating a third term, I might support him 
in preference. 

BAYARD AND. THURMAN. 

“They were identified with the Electoral 
Commission. It would be stultification and 
suicide on the part of the Democratic party to 
take up either of them.” 

‘*How will Hendricks do?’ 

“No. Heistoo smali a pattern. Heisa 
very respectable, conservative man; would 
make a first-rate vestryman. He hasn’t 
breadth, courage or force enough to fill An- 
drew Jackson’s piace.”? 

‘*Whom weuld the Sun be likely to favor?”? 

‘*The most available man against Grant 
would probably be John M. Palmer, of Illi- 
nois. He has been twice Governor of IIli- 
nois, and his war experience asa semi-civil 
administrative officer and general showed 
satisfactory executive qualities. That he has 
never been in Congress is not to his disad- 


vantage. 
. HANCOCK. 


*‘Against any other man than Graat, Gen. 
Hancock would beavery strong candidate. 
He has a clear record, especially on the rela- 
tions of the military to the civil power. There 
is nothing more admirable in all our history 
than the declarations put forth by him when 
in command of the Department of Louisiana 
after the war. Any statesman might be proud 
ofthem. They say he is not a politician, but 
men who are not at all politicians are fit 
for office. But it is not desirable to run 
one military man against another as a 
candidate. If the Republicans should 
nominate Blaine or Washburne, Hancock 
would be available. Judge Davis would be 
a fair candidate, and would attract conserva- 
tive Republican votes. It does.not, however, 
seem probable that the Democrats will take 
himup. He has few immediate personal 
friends and bardly a personal or political par- 
tv behind him. In some respects Judge 
Stephen J. Field would be an available man. 
That heis on the Supreme Court bench 
sheuld not necessarily be against him. The 
difficulty would be that heis thought to be 
too friendly to the Pacific railway cor- 
porations. Besides, the Fields do not seem 
tobe avery popular family. I believe Sam- 
uel J. Randall would make an excellent Presi- 
aent—a first-rate President. But the delega- 
tion from Pennsyivania is not likely to be for 
him. That fact is rather creditable to him 
personally. If he wereafriend of the plun- 
derers about Harrisburg, he might have the 
delegation. But then nobody would want 
to have him.” 

This resume of the possibilities of Presi- 
dential candidates is characteristic and frank. 
Few menin America would have the courage 
to maket. 


TURF TOPICS. 


Coming Races at Coney Island, Jerome 
and Monmouth Parks, Cincinuati, 
Chicago and St. Louis.

NEW YORK, April 2.—The Coney Island 
Jockey Club, owing tothe open winter, will 
have fts grounds and buildings in perfect or- 
der by the first of June at the outside. The 
initial meeting opens June 19th 
and closes the following Saturday. 
Thirty races for unusually valuable 
purses will take place. ‘here will be six days 
of running. Jobn G. Heckscher, treasurer of 
the association, bas given personal attention 
throughout the winter to the preparation of 
the grounds and the erection of buildings. 
Heckscher and associates are well known to 
turfmen on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The Spirit of the Times says of the St. Louis 
Jockey Club: An extra event will be the race 
for the citizens’ plate, and that is another 
honest effort to make _ horses that 
have passed beyond their swaddling 
clothes pliable in the hands of their owners. 
The same journal says Chicago leads all points 
in number and character of alleged stakes and 
may take the initiative next year by cutting 
down some of her two and three-year-old and 
increasing her all-aged stakes. At a distance of 
a mile and a furlong horses make a pace 
fierce from the start and keep it up to the end. 
Speaking of the well-managed Queen City 
Jockey Club, the Spirit says the cup stake 
and purse events will give the people of Cin- 
cinnati a week of good sport. The horses 
engaged represent twenty-six different estab- 
lishments, which insures aa unusually large 
delegation of race horses. 

The Jerome Park race track is to be con- 
nected with New York by two railroads, one 
now constructing. 

The Monmouth Park breeders’ stakes closes 
with the largest number of nominations ever 
made to a two-year-old prize in America. 

The contest for the O’Leary belt begins un- 
der the auspices of a grand sacred concert.

A Culprit’s Head Jerked From His 
Body While Being Executed. 


_- — 


The Lips of fhe Severed Head Move, as if 
About to Speak, 


Two Gallows Victims in Louisville and 
One in Washingten. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 2.—James Mad- 
ison Wyatt Stone, a mulatto, about thirty-six 
years of age, was hanged in the jail yard this 
afternoon for the murder of his wife on the 
night of October 5, 1878. 

HIS HEAD JERKED OFF. 

The gallows wastwenty feet high, witha 
platform ten feet square anda drop of about 
five feet. In the fall th: head was completely 
severed from the shoulders. 

Stone wasinthe office of the New York 
Associated Pressas janitor from 172 uutil 
1876, when he opened a restaurant. 

A HORRIFYING SPECTACLE. 

At1:10p. m. the noose was placed around 
Stone’s neck, the knot under the left ear. The 
signal was given and the drop fell. 
fell to the ground and it was supposed the 
bead had slipped through the noose. But in 
an instant the head, which had been 
entirely severed from the body, 
fell from the noose ahout four feet from the 
body. The blood spurted from the body and 
spattered the beams of the gallows, but in two 
minutes all muscular action had ceased. ‘Ihe 
head was picked up by aphysician. The face 
appeared placid, and the lips moved asif 
about to say something. 


Two Men Hange!. 

LOUISVILLE, April 2.—Robert Anderson, 
white, for wife murder, and Charles 
Webster, colored, for rape on a child, were 
hanged in the jail-yard this forenoon. 
Webster protested §tnat he was i1nocen jwith 
his last words. As the execution wa: pri- 
vate, only a few persons were present. Both 
men were dead in afew minute; uiter the 
trap was sprung. 


A Vermont Hanging. 
WINDSOR, VT., April 2.—Edward Tatro 
was hanged about 2 o’clock. Butler, husband 
of the woman murdered, was present. ‘atro 
said he was guilty of the crime, but that But- 
ler was to blame, and pointed to him as he 
spoke.

Application for an Injunction to Re- 
strain a Railway Syndicate. 


CuicaGo, April 2.—Some of the bondhold- 
ers inthe Chicago and Pacific Railroad not 
included in the syndicate which proposes to 
lease the road to the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Company applied in the United States 
Court this morning to Judge Biodgett for an 
injunction to restrain the syndicate from vot- 
ing for the lease and trasfer. Judge Blodgett 
refused to grant the injunction, 
but said he would hear arguments 
after the lease shall hiv: been consummated 
as to what disposition shall be made of the 
money paid by the lessee. The meeting of 
the syndicate is now progressing and the 
lease will doubtless be confirmed. 


WASHINGTON, 


The Carlisle Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 2.—The hear- 
ing ofthe distillers and rectifiers before the 
Committee on.Ways and Means was c)n- 
cluded to-day. Adolph Woolner, a distiller 
from Peoria, spoke in opposition to the Car- 
lisle bill, which he said ought to be entitled 
a ‘*bill to disturb the internal revenue, 
to give distillers and curers offine whiskies a 
bonus of 18 3-4 per cent of tax, and additional 
inducement to defraui the Government of 
another 18 3-4 per cent of tax.’’ He argued 
that under the present law the revenue from 
whisky was very closely collected, 
and trade was prosperous, and that 
under the proposed law distillers who had 
three years in which to pay the tax would pay 
a tax of 20 cents less per gallon than the man 
who paid the tax immediately, and that this 
principle was contrary to allthe rules of 
trade. The result of the bill would 
be to abandon the system of ‘‘cash 
down tax-payers.’’ The great danger 
would be inthe temptation to fraud. Trade 
needed no relief, and th: best thing to be 
dage was to let well enough alone. These 
views were reinforced by W. R. Bush of Pe- 
oria, and T. G. McNamara of Cincinnati. The 
bill was advocated by Thomasoo, Louts- 
ville, and Henry S. Hannins, Philadelphia. 
The latter said he had lost 
$750,000 ten years ago in consequence of the 
unexpected change of the law in ’6¥. forcing 
all goods out of bond on a givenday. He 
had since organized the present company 
with a paid up capital of $1,000,009, and 
that was also gone. Pending debate 
on the bill, which was advocated by Kirkwood 
and Carpenter, and opposed by Platt, Logan 
and Ingalls, the morning bour expired, and 
consideration was resumed of the bill ratify- 
ing the Ute agreement, which was explained 
and supported by Coke.

He was engaged in 
scraping from his shoes, with a rail splinter, 
some mud which looked very much as though 
ithad been picked up somewhere between 
here and Sedalia. ‘*You see,” saidthe Col- 
onel, pausing and wipingthbe tobacco juice 
out of the corner of his mouth with the 
back of his hand, “I was at Shasta, Califor- 
nia, getting ready to launcha new evening 
paper, whenI got wind that there was an 
apparent vacancy in the morning newspaper 


field of St.Louis. I started down to supply the 
want long felt, but you see the facilities for 
traveling are not what they should bein the 
creat and growing West and some three 
months have been wasted in getting here,’? 
The Colonel glanced significantly at his 
shoes and made a motion looking 
to the straightening up of a heel which 
showed a disposition to climbup and perch 
on his instep. Then he continued: ‘*What is 
wanted here in this city is a cheap moroing 
paper which will avoid personalities and the 
mental condition of architects, which will be 
printed in large ey type, containa at 
deal of poetry and literary matter and not 
change proprietors more than twice ayear.

I want to refer to the only evening paper in 
the city I’ll have nerve enough to priat the 
pame and not sneak around by cailing it an 
‘Afternoon Publication.’ That sort of 
sbows a low state of japrnalism in St. Louis.

Col. Bob Ingersoll on the Anti-Chinese 
Congressional Report. 
{From a Letter in Chicago Times, April 1st. | 
To-day Messrs. Wrigat, Dickey, O’Connor 
and Murch, of the select committee on the 
causes of the present depression of labor, pre- 
sented the majority special report upon 

Chinese immigration. These gentlemen are

That “Joss is located 
in a lone,narrow room in a building in a back 
alley, uponakindof altar; that “the isa 
wooden imsge,looking as much like an alliga- 
tor as like a human being;” that the Chinese 
‘*think there is such a place as heaven;’’ that 
‘*all classes of Chinamen worship idols;’*? ‘that 
**the temple is open every day at all hours;”’ 
that ‘‘the Chinese have no Sunday;’’ that 
this heathen god has “‘huge jaws, a big red 
tongue, large white teeth,a half dozen arms 
and big,fiery eyeballs. About him are placed 
offerings of meat and other eatables—a sacrifi- 
cial offering. ”’ 

No wonder that these members of the com- 
mittee were shocked at such an image of God, 
knowing as they did that 

THE ONLY TRUE GOD 


was correctly described by the inspired lunatic 
of Patmos in the following words: 


And there sat inthe midst of the seven 
golden candlesticks one like unto the Son of 
man, clothed with a garment down to the 
foot, and girt about the paps with a golden 
girdle. His head and his hairs were white 
like wool as white as snow; and his eyes were 
as aflame of fire; and his feet like unto fine 
brass as if they burned ina furnace; and his 
voice as the sound of many waters. And he 
bad in bis rignt hand seven stars; and out of 
his mouth went a sharp, two-edged sword;

Congress has nothing to do wth the religion 
of the people. Its members are not respon- 
sible to God for the opinions of their constit- 
uents, and it may tend to the happiness of the 
constituents for me to state that they are in 
10 way responsible for the religion of the 
members.

And where the nation in- 
terferes with the right of conscience, the lib- 
erties of the people are devoured by the mon- 
ster superstition.

One of the Old Ones.

Aaron McKenny,who died recently in Maine, 
aged 102, was a most remarkable example of 
vigorous health and extreme conservatism. 
He was able to take care of himself tothe 
very last. Up to afew weeks before his death 
he shaved himself, hoed his own corn, chopped 
his own wood. He also knocked down a man 
who had suggested the appointment ofa 
guardian for him, which brought on his first 
lawsuit, wherein he acted as his own counsel, 
earnestly defending himself against a charge 
of assault and battery. He had never been out 
of the town of Saco—he was born there when 
it was hamed Scarborough—save on one occa: 
sion, when he followed a horse-thiefinto New 
Hampshire and caught him. He had never 
been ona railway train, and had never sent or 
received a telegram. All the wonderful im- 
provements and inventions of the age were to 
him as if they hadnever been. He was born 
in the last century—December 21, 1777—one 
year after the foundation of the Republic. 
He had never tasted liquor, except at some 
patriotic celebration, like February 22, or 
July 4, which he always observed, and he 
bad never taken medicine nntil he had passed 
100. Although a jife-long Democrat—he hal 
voted the Democratic ticket since the forma- 
ticn of the party—he had rever been acan- 
didate for «ny office, and once, when appoint- 
ed by the Governor aJustice of the Peace, 
he, eremptorily refused to serve. Having 
married early, and having had three children, 
who died in infancy, he became a widower at 
OU, and never remarried. The reverse of a 
Bourbon morally, be was a thorough Bour- 
bon in the quality of his mind and cuaracter.

The capacity of Castie Garden ‘for the ac- 
commodation of arriving immigrants was 
fully taxed yesterday, and if the arrivals con- 
tinue to increase it is feared that the building 
may not prove large enough. Mrs. Eslinger, 
who has been there since 1855, said yesterday 
that she had never seen such crowds of im- 
migrants in March before. The total arrivals 
vesterday were 1,885. Ot these the City of 
Berlin had 1,184, the largest number brought 
onany onesteamship§ sinee the Board of 
Emigration was organized, with the ex- 
ception of one instance in 1875, when the 
Egypt Janded about 1,400. The Spain, from 
Liverpool, had on board 447, and .the Maas, 
from Rotterdam, 254. The emigrants gen- 
erally were robust and ofa better class than 
usual. On the two Liverpool steamships was 
alarge pumber of Irish families, provided 
With inland passage tickets, furniture, bed- 
ding, etc., andgoing West to settle. Many 
ofthe passengers on the Maas were from 
Holland, and their costume was picturesque, 
particularly the headdress of the women. 
‘hey wore either a tine needle-worked lace 
cap With a collar falling gracefully over the 
shoulders, or a handsomely embroidered 
cloth cap, and an ornament on either side of 
the face, of a spiral cone made of brass or 
silver wire. They were also many families 
of Scandinavians with children of various 
ages, andalarge number from Baden and 
other parts of Germany.

A Sketch of the Early Life of the Brit- 
: ish Premier. 
{From the Boston Herald. } 


The British Premier isafigure if not a 

ower. He has filled a large space in the po- 
fitical landscape of Great Britain for a quarter 
of a century, and has been the most eonspicu- 
ous person in the foreground of affairs since 
1874. Thesonof Isaac Disraeli, a popular 
Jewish writer, who was the son of Benjamin 
Disraeli, a successful and energetic Jewish | 
merchant, he began his career under a cloud 
of prejudice which his early baptism did not 
remove. In fact, his renunciation of the faith 
of bis ancestors cost him the regard of the 
Jews without —, the hearty con- 
fidence of Christians. His father was thor- 
oughly saturated with the eighteenth century 
scepticism, and his more brilliant son seems 
to have been born without the least bias to- 
ward religion of any sort, or faith in any spir- 
itual substance or reality behind the shows 
and shadows of the visible universe. He be- 

an life with a splendid outfit of talents, 
though without the advantage of a university 
training. Handsome, attractive, precocious, 
fond of epigram and paradox, capable of 
sparkling jew d’esprit, he gained attention 
and admiration. His early writings increased 
interest in him, though they are not sufficient- 
ly important to make him famous. In 1882, 
when twenty-eight years old, he made his first 
venture in politics. It was on the 1éth of 
June 5 | he _ made his entry {nto the little 
town of High Wycombe, to whose electors he 
otfered himself as acandidate for Parliament. 
True to  his_ principle of  attract- 
ing attention by his appearance, he drove, 
elezantly dressed, in an open carriage drawn 
by four horses,accompanied by a band of mu- 
sic and atroop of admirers with banners. He 
bowed tothe spectaters who thronged the 
windows to behold the spectacle, and, when 
he reached the tavern,sprung from the car- 
riage to the porch and made an animated 
speech of an bour, lashing the Whigs with bit- 
ing sarcasm because their famous reform bill 
did not go far enough. In short, he made his 
debut on the political stage as a full-blown 
vehement Radical. He was defeated. He 
stood again, and was again defeated. The 
tide was against him. He had the misfortune 
of occupying an equivocal position, a sort of 
Tory-Radical, a -contradictory, if not 
impossible, character. He wrote pam- 
phiets, and challenged O’Connell to fight 
aduel, which the great Irish ora- 
tor refused to do, whereupon Disraeli as- 
sailed him inthe Times. . Finally, in 1837, he 
was chosen to Parliament for Maidstone with 
Mr. Windham Lewis, who had paid £600 
toward defraving the costs of Disraeli’s last 
campaign. There is something singular in the 
fact that Queen Victoria entered upon her 
reign atthe sametime. And it was onthe 
evening of December 7 that he made his fa- 
mous maiden speech,in which be was coughed 
and laughed down amid the derisive jeers of 
the House, and as he took his seat. uttered the 
memorable words in an almost terrific voice: 
‘*[ am not at all surprised, sir, at the recep- 
tion I have met with. I have begun several 
times many things—and have often succeeded 
et last. Ay, sir, I will sit down now, but the 
time will come when you will hear me.’? How 
the prediction has been fulfilled is a matter of 
history. From that day forward Disraeli ha3 
been a name in English politics and literature. 


OCEAN TELEGRAPHY. 


Another Cable to be Laid—An American 
Compabny Organized for the Pur- 
pose. 

IN. Y. Special to Chicago Tribune. | 


Reports have beeu in circulation of late con- 
cerning the organization of an American com- 
any to lay another cable across the Atlantic. 
“he high tariff rates charged by existing com- 
panies are greatly complained of by merchants, 
particularly those houses who have to cable 
extensively and whose bills in many instances 
amout to $50,000 or more annually. These 
consicerations have led-tothe organization 
in this city of a company 
for the purpose of echeapening the 
cost of ocean telegraphby. The organization is 
known as the New York Land und Ocean Tele- 
graph Company. The president is John H. 
Herbert, of J. UW. Herbert & Co., grain mer- 
chants, and the secretary Col. Frederick A. 
Sawyer. Among the directors are merchants 
in New York ind Pennsylvania, including J. 
A. Conant, Nicholas Brandt and James Jew- 
eit. Atthe offices of the company in this city 
it was stated that the British Government had 
already granted the perpetual right to land 
snd operate oneor more cables in England. 
This concession was granted within a few 
months past, and the United States Govern- 
ment, by executive authority, have granted a 
smilar1ight. Inorderto avoid having too 


long a cable, however, an intermediate 
landing is required, so as to reinforce 
the current, and for that urpose it is 


proposed to make a connection by way ofthe 
Island of St. Pierre, or Miguelion, off the coast 
of Newfoundland, but theright todo so has 
not yet been obtained from the French Goy- 
ernment. J. C. Jewett, of the directors, 
says the proposed capital of the new company 
is 44,000,000, and that well-known bankers 
and financiers in London have made a stand- 
ing offer to subscribe for one-half of the en- 
tire capital stcck whenever all necessary con- 
cessions have been secured for landing one or 
more cables. The indiarubber, Guttaoer- 
cha and Telegraph Works Company of Eng- 
land have offered to lay a complete working 
cable for £800,000, and guarantee to maintain 
it in good condition for one year freeof 
charge. The capacity of the cable will be 
twenty words per minute. The proposed rate 
to be established is 18 cents per word, or less 
than one-quarter the charge made by the 
Direct Cavle and present English companies. 
This, it isclaimed, would givea yearly rev- 


enue Of $1,000,000, out of which the 
net earnings would be about $1,000,000, 
or sufficient to pay a dividend 


of twelve percent to the stockholders and 
put by areserve fund of ten percent. The 
present English cable companies, Mr. Jewett 
says, represent as capital, in stock and in- 
debtedness, about $€0,000,000, of which a 
dividend of six per cent 1s to be paid, and ten 
per cent laid aside yearly as a reserve fund. 
The new French cable represents§}16,000,0)0. 
Much of this stock was probably issued for

out of seventy-five per cent of the stock and 
indebtedness. The arrangements for the pro- 
posed American cable cover an expenditure 
of $4,000,000. This will provide for laying 
acable of the most approved modern con- 
struction, furnished by one of the best and 
most experienced »manufacturers of ocean 
telegraph cables in England, and wili be laid 
under a guarantee of successful working. 


A Town Lighted by Electricity. 
| Wabash (Ind.) Special to Chicago Times. ] 


As the clock struck eight to-night four elec- 
tric lamps of 3,000 candle-power each put 
forth a noonday light for one mile in circum- 
ference. The lamps,suspended midway of the 
iron flag-staff on the court-house, which tow- 
ers 200 fect above the business part of the 
town, were furnished with electricity by a No. 
9 generator driven by aseven-horse power 
engine. Aecording tocontract the macainery 
was to light one milein diameter from the 
court-house’ and be equal to a gas-burner 
2,680 feet from the light. The Council placed 
men at different parts of the city toobserve,and 
they reported satisfactorily. At Urbana, five 
miles north, the light was said to be beautiful. 
The test has given general satisfaction. The 
excitement throughout the day has been ver 
great. Excursion trains on the Cincinnati, 
Wabash and Michigan road had brought in 
hundreds from Marion and Southern points, 
while the nortbern section, including Elkhart 
was largely represented. Fully ten thousand 
persons arrived by 7 o’clock, among whom 
were the couacils of nineteen adjacent towns 
and the mayors of Marion and North Man- 
chester, who came inthe interest of their peo- 
pie, and they declared the ot beyona their 
expectations. Mr. F. C. Phillips, electrician, | 
who superintended the construction of the ap- 
paratus,had grave doubts about the temporary 
engine furnished being equal to the task, but it 
answered the purpose. Many who came ex- 
pecting to see the Jamps distributed in various 
pa the town were disappointed: other- 
wise their expectations were realized.

FLORIDA ORANGES. 


A Visit toa Grove—Some of the Profits 
of Orange Culture. 
{Florida Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. ] 


_Ihad the pleasure of visiting recently one of 
the most extensive orange groves in the State, 
the property of Jas. A. Harris, a very enter- 
prising — man, who has raised himself 
in the short space of ten years from a poor 
man’s estate to that of aprince. Some call 
him the Prince of Orange. His grove is on the 
southeast bank of Orange Lake, which lies 
about twenty-five miles southeast of Gaines- 
ville, agood day’sdrive overthese'roads. I 
bad heard somuch talk of this grove all over 
the State that I decided to see it and the own- 
er and let your readers hear its history. Its 
value at present is so great, however, that it 
seems almost fabulous and beyond belief, 
especially to people who have never 
seen the wonderful fortunes made 
in a few sbort years in the orange culture. 
There are, of course, a great many failures by 
inexperienced persons. Mr. Harris’ grove is 
part of a 500-acre tract of hammock land 
which sold for $2,000 ($4 per acre) in 1869. In 
1871 Harris bought it all for $10 per acre. The 
hammock contained a great number of sour 
orange trees, which when budded from the 
sweet produced the sweets to perfection. Mr. 
Harris commenced clearing his hammock in 
1871, and at once proceeded to budding the 
sour trees. In three years they commenced to 
bear, each year increasing in quantity and 
quality. Mr. Harris sold portions of his pur- 
chase as soon as completed to @ifferent par- 
ties, until at present he holds but 185 
acres. A Mr. Bishop, of Cleyeland, 
was the largest purchaser, an now 
bas a grove probably equal in value and 
adjoining Mr. Harris’. Harris has 140 acres 
under way, and this last year’s crop from 
10,000 trees (estimated) on seventy acres 
brought him a trifle less than $19,000. The 
firm of Maxfield & Co., of New York City, 
were the purchasers, and they picked and 
took away the fruit themselves, without a 
cent of ee to Mr. Harris. The mode of 
carrying the fruit from all parts of the grove 
is at once admirable, cheap and rapid. The 
Aap or ee - house is of course on the 
ake side at the boat landing. From this 
house has been constructed a complete sys- 
tem of narrow gauge railroads, with wood 
tracks, two foot gauge. These radiate from 
the packing house to all parts of the grove. 


The cars used are drawn by a mule, 
which can thus haul as much as 
an ordinary four-horse team. With 


such convenience the labor, time and expense 
of gathering the crop areof course very much 
diminished. Thetrack consists of ordinary 


Dine joists put together ladder fashion, and is 


laid down in sections of sixteen-foot lengths. 
These can be easily taken up, put on the car, 
and hauled to any other portion of the grove, 
and relaid in an almost incredible short space 
oftime. I should think our extensive fruit 
growers would find itto their advantage to 
adopt such a system of tracks, which also has 
the advantage of preventing the wheels of the 
wagon from cutting up the groves, as they 
are bound to do. 

Mr. Harris is constantly kept busy thinnin 
out his trees. The best distance 1s concede 
to be from twenty-five to thirty fect, making 
seventy to seventy-five per acre. The wild 
trees were, of course, much closer. Mr, Harris 
has about twenty-five men working regularly, 
and expects in five years to have 25,000 bear- 
ing trees, if properly thinned out, if not 
slightly more. Theexperience of all orange 
growers is that after trees have commenced to 
bear the crop increases yearly for an almost 
indefinite period. In some parts of the State 
reports say trees that have been bearing from 
twenty totwenty-five years vielded heavier 
this year than ever before. Mr. Harris said 
his last crop was light. He expects 340,000 
from it next year, out of which he will bave to 
pay from $),000 to $8,000 expenses.

Ruses1a’s antipathy to the Jewish race prob- 
ably dates back tothe outrages perpetrated 
in 1612 bythe Jews who accompanied the 
Polisb invasion. Peter the Great, two cen- 
turies Jater, summarily banished them from 
Kussia, with the characteristic sarcasm that 
“if be let them remainthe Russians would 
cheat them out of all they had.” In the 
Slavonian legends of that period the villain 
of the story is invariably a Jew, and the evil 
ene himself is represented as saving. ‘I’m not 
euch a Jew as you think me.’ 
But despite all this there are now 
upward of 22,000 Jews in the Caucasus alone, 
and in Russia proper at least 1,940,000. Thriv- 
ing Jewish colonies exist in Moscow, Tula, 
Orel, Kursk, Saratoffand other great trading 
and manufacturing centers. In the Warsaw 
district, again, where 250,000 Jews were put 
to death within ten years in the seventeenth 
century, they now form nearly one-eighth of 
the entire population.

LIGHT IN THE EAST. 


— 
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A Railway Through Palestineand the 


Holy Land. 
|From the Boston Advertiser. March 30. | 


Sinee the brief statement last month of the 
incorporation of the Palestine Railroad we 
bave learned additional facts concerning it 
which give the enterprise new importance. 
It is certain to become, when completed, an 
efticient element in Eastern politics. In case 
cf pesce it will be of continous benetit to the 
nations 1t connects; in case of war it will give 
immense advantage to the power which con- 
trois it. As was understood when the charter 
was first made public, the Massachusetts cor- 
porators are asmall factor. The real work is 
to be done with the financial support of two 
large English banking-houses, and the 
cbarter was obtained with the -min- 
imum amount of capital and num- 
ber of incorporators. There are in the 
company 15 men, with each one share of stock 
at $100; Sof the 15 live in Massachusetts— 
just enough to come within the law. Under 
the charter the proposed road will extend 
from Cairo in Egypt to Mosul ontpe River 
Tigris, with branches to Jerusalem, Jafla, 
Nablus, Beyrout, Aleppo, Iskenderoon and 
Erzeroum, if it shonld be judged best to 
build them. In detail the route is described 
asfollows: Beyinning at Cairo the road runs 
northward on the Pelusiac branch of the 
Nile to Port Said, the northernend of the 
Suez Canal.- At this point connection will 
be possible withthe lines of steamers run- 
ning between the East and Europe. Turn- 
ing eastward from Port Said the road will pass 
over the level plainnear the sea-shore, 
across the desolate tract between 
Egypt and Palestine. Soon after entering 
Palestine 1t goes through Gaza, Esdud (the 
ancient Ashdod) and thenceto Ramileh. At 
this place the branches for Jaffa and Jerusalem 
will leave the main line, the Jerusa‘em branch 
ascending the Valley of the Nabr Rubin and 
Wadi Surrar. It reaches the city from the 
north and west of the Gihon Valley, and the 
station will be at or near the Damascus gate. 
Leaving Ramleh, the main line runs north 
through the Plain of Sharon to a point near 
the ancient Bethar, whence a branch is pro- 
posed to Nablus,the ancient Schechem. Contin- 
uing northerly from Bethar tothe Abu Aabu- 
ra, the road ascends that river valley and 
crosses the Carmel] range through the Megiddo 
Pass. From Cairo to this point the maximum 
grade is twenty feet to a mile, and through 
the pass it isforty feet to a mile. From the 
base ofthe hill of Megiado a branch is pro- 
posed, torun downthe plain of Esdraelon, 
and thence northward along the shore through 
Acre and Sidon, and by the ruins of Tyre to 
Beyrout. Iskenderoon lies north of Beyrout 
at the northeast corner of the Mediterranean 
Sea, upon the guif of the same name. The 
main line passes from Megiddo across the 

lain of Esdraelon, by the base of Mount 

‘abor, and along the west side of Lake Gen- 
nesaret. Itcrosses the Jordan at or near 
Jacob’s bridge, and follows up the valley, and 
gradually climbs the Jebel Heish at a grade of 
sixty feet toa mile. Crossing the summit and 
descending the valley on the other side,it 
stretches across the plain to Damascus.Thence 
it is projected to the Euphrates, to connect 
with the Euphrates Valley Railroad, which 
is about to be built by an English company. 
From the river it-extends to Mosul, and will 
connect there with a proposed railroad from 
Diabekir andthe Black Sea. Branches to 
Aleppo and Erzeroum will be constructed as 
soon as desired afterthe completion of the 
mainline. itis the intention of the officers 
of the road to push its construction rapidly as 
soon as the mecessary authority can be ob- 
tained from the Turkish Government. This 
authority is expected soon, through the exer- 
tions of the projectors dnd the English and 
American Ministers at Constantinople. The 
president of the road will depart in a few 
weeks for London, Constantinople and the 
East. 


WALL PAPERS. 


Some of the Fashions and Fancies in 
Wall Decoration. 
!From the Boston Transcript. | 


The tendency in colors is gradually to leave 
the olive tints and shades and to tend toward 
the light, warm browns that are styled coral in 
England, but which are unlike any corals ex- 
cept those wide, branching kinds called sea- 
fans. This color is seen at its best inthe Eng- 
lish flock papers, which, in spite of all innova- 
tions, are almost as much. used 
now as ‘they were a score of 
years ago. The patterns are more elegant 
than those formerly employed, being vines 
or sprays of leaves so closely interwoven as 
almost to cover the ground, but producing an 
effect thatis much richer than that of plain 
color. These papers are produced in every 
conceivable tint, so that itis possible to match 
them to any decoration or “furnituré. Bro- 
cade and cashmere and tapestry papers are 
shown in great variety, and are remarkable 
for the skill with which the pattern is brought 
out, so that it is visible from any point, 
instead of only being apparent te a person 
who stands in exactlyjthe right place,as are 
many of the designs in which the figure is 
outlined in gilt. The grounds are in gold 
chemically treated soas to presenta great 
many different tints; in silver made to assume 
a very delicate green, and in fine salmon pink 
that looks like satin. The figures are vines in 
dark sbades contrasting harmoniously with 
the ground, and in Jooking at them it is hard 
to believe that each leaf is not separately 
tiuted by hand instead of being the result of 
many successive printings. It must be un- 
deistood that on these papers no machine 
work is possible. Those who have examined 
a piece of fine bordering or a roll of 
paper may have noticed that along the 
uncolored edges there are small dashes of 
color apparently without meaning, and des- 
tined tobe cut offor hidden. These dashes 
are the registers that mark the limits of the 
blocks used in priaoting on the prepared 
ground, and as twenty impressions are some- 
times needed to prodnce a oe some roils 
of paper have to be handied and dried scores 
of times before they are finished. The gilt 
and silver grounds are allowed to seasona 
year before they are printed, and this delay 
and the great quantity of work involved in the 
printing are the reasons why the brocade and 
the satin papers are so expensive. 
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The Ice Traffic.

from Cuba, including the monopoly 
of Havana. In May, 1835, he sent the 
first cargo to ‘India, and it Was 


delivéred at Calcutta the following autumn: 
in 1864 he sent the first cargo to Brazil, and he 
carried on the trade aione until 1836, when 
other persons entered into it. Some twenty 
years since, the Wenham Lake Ice Company 
began exporting ice to Europe, and has done 
80 well that it now has active competitors.

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COUNT DE LESSEPS. 


He is Delighted With the United States. 
LFrom the New York Herald, 3.] 


Count de Lesseps returned to this city yes- 
terday morning, having traveled by raii from 
Boston during the nigot. Leaving here six 
weeks ago, he journeyed to Washington and 
thence by way of Philadelphia, Pittsburg, St. 
Louis and Omahato San Francisco. Making 
buta brief stay on the Pacific Coast, he re- 
turned overland, stopping at Chicago, N iagara 
and Boston. Inthe iatter place he stayel 
only twenty-four hours. ‘*Long enougi, 
however,’’ as he remarked yesterday, “toex- 
plain to the quick-witted people of taat goud 
town what the canal shouid be, what it would 
do and to seethe scheme fully installedtin 
their bigh esteem.’’ To-morrow the Count, 
his family and party will sail on the Adriatic 
for Liverpool. In that city he will lecture on 
istLimmiar. canals, and subsequently lecture on 
the same subject in Manchester, Birmingham 
and London, and perhaps in other cities of the 
British Isles. He willbe at home some tiine 
in June, to launch the tinancial part of his 
canal project fairly before the people of the 
world. 

To a reporter who talked at length with him

questioning and mostintelligent examination 
of all the details of my plan. In San Fran- 
cisco I was asked intelligent questions for four 
hours. There were fifty interrogatories put 
tomeintbattime. In Chicago, in Boston, in 
Washington, everywhere the same thiug was 
done. 1 was delighted.’’ 

‘*Flas the financial part of your scheme tak- 
en any form yet?’ 

‘“‘No further than I expressed previously. I 
will give the United States the chance to sub- 
scribe $60,000,000 to the project. If they do 
not accept it it will be their own fault. When 
success is attained they will be without stock.

No 
country shall own the canai. It will belong 
to the people who build it with their money, 
be they English, Dutch or French, or peovie 
of all nations.’’

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Capt. Conrad’s Views on Railroads and Riv- 
ers—Fast Boats—Fast Models—The Time— 
The Altona, Etc. 


When the reporter asked Cantain Peter Con- 
rad ii he would briefly state bis views in regard 
to railroads, steamboats.an4 various other sub- 
jects, the veteran boatmun replied promptly 
thathe would. Said he: Railroads get too 
inany favors in this town, newspaper men 
should show up the discriminations that are 
made intheirfavor and against the river in- 
terests. Boats and barges pay a wharfage tax. 
a city tax, andaState tax. It is unjust and 
burdensome. They should be charged a gen- 
eral tex or a wWharfage tax, but not both. It is 
my understanding that railroad property 
doesn’t pay a cent of taxes. My bouts ana 
barges don’t pay wharfage anywhere but to St. 
Louis. They dodge all places that impose a 
whuriage tux, and if they could would also 
dodge St. Louis. There are no wharves on the 
Tennessee and no wharfuage tax. My beats go 
sometimes as high up that river as 
Florence, 550 mules from St. Louis. Wharfage 
taxation is ul] wrong. Judge Muadill 
spoke all day yesterday in the case ot Grav and 
others agsinst Davidson und others praying tor 
the appointment of'a receiver. The arguinens 
will be closed to-day.I think the river business 
will increase steadily for a vear or twoor longer 
and then go.down. It isa good deal like the 
iron market. Boats should be built to compete 
with railroads. ‘There should b@ fast boats be- 
tween here and New Orleans. Thelocal bDusi- 
nessis sogreat that fast boats are needed. 
This would naturally make travel on the river 
and capture business trom the rnxilroads. They 
must move fast. Yes, sidewheelers everytime. 
Sternwbeelers are well proved towboats, but 
vive us sidewheelers for fast passenger packets. 
I goin for sidewheelers sand put ’em through; 
round tripin the New Orleans trade in twelve 
days. Instead of throwing business away we 
wantit. Speed and regularity will make it. 
Make schedule time and you'll capture every- 
thing onthe river. The Illinois. Yes, that’s 
80. There’s a_littie local business 
there. The railroads have the Illinois, but 
I believe if you put a fast boat in it 
making three trips a weekto Peoria, a first- 
class side-wheeler, you would build up trade 
and get your money back. The size of the 
boat—well, 240 feet long, 36 teet beam, 6 feet 
deep, Cylinders 22 inches diameter, 7 feet 
stroke, fast model, full length cabin, with all 
the comforts of the season. She could berun 
for $1,500 per week. Peoria, on the Illinois, is 
242 miles from St. Louis. The Simon Kenton 
over twenty years ago made two trips a week 
to La Salle straight along,and that is 315 miles 
from St. Louis. Baldwin made three tripsa 
week to Peoria, with the little steamer Time, 
in 1846. She was aside-wheel boat. 

The reporter may add that the Time was 165 
feet, 30 feet beam, 44 feet hold, 2 engines, 16 
inch cylinders. 6 feet stroke, 12 feet buckets, 2 
boilers, 38 inches diameter, 26 feetlong. Can 
build such a boat now for $16,000, with fine 
cxbin. Baldwin built her and she cost less than 
$10,000. The fast mail packets for the St.Louis 
and New Orleans trade are to be built after the 
style of the Time, but ot course larger.

A DISTINGUISHED member of the Colony 
of Murderers inhabiting the City Jail was 
last night declared guilty of murder in the 
first degree by ajury of peers.

be the next victim of the hangman unless 
Sheriff Finn’s High Court of Mental Juris- 
prudence should find that he is suffering 
from the melancholia which in condemned 
murderers is liable to be mistaken for in- 
sanity. The Erb case was conducted with 
rare vigor by Circuit Attorney Normile, and 
it would seem that there is no great advo- 
cate inthis commuuity who, like Rufus 
Choate, can. make it safe to kill. 


THAT municipal fifth wheel known as the 
Citizens’ Committee continues to hold pe- 
riodical meetings and to discuss a great 
variety of subjects allegeil to pertain to 
the safety and prosperity of the communi- 
ty. What the self-constituted body expects 
to accomplish in the way of practical good 
is by no means clear to the public mund. 
In fact the people have a sort of idea that 
they have elected certain individuals to 
look after public affairs, and tbat while 


some of them may bear watching 
the majority of them are a 
clever lot of fellows who are 
entirely trustworthy and compe- 


tent to discharge their duties. At present 
we do not believe there is any demand for 
any espionage in this direction, and until 
this occurs we shall reserve the right to re- 
gard the Citizens’ Committee as eminently 
more ornamental than useful. 


WHICH IS THE REAL REPUBLIC ? 

The news from England is conflicting. 
On the one hand it is reported that the elec- 
tions so far had already doom the Disraeli 
Cabinet beyond doubt. On the other hand it 
is intimated that the present Government 
may yet pull through. Naturally, intense 
interest prevails as to the result. If Dis- 
raeli is driven from power a complete revo- 
lution must take place in the policy as well 
as the Government of Great Britain. 

But, however grave the importance of the 
election, however great the curiosity and 
anxiety to know the result, however des- 
perate the efforts of both partics to achieve 
victory, however decided -the personal pre- 
ference of the Queen and the entire royal 
family for Disraeli, however often Victoria 
has snubbed and offended Gladstone, how- 
ever tremendous the patronage and power 
that is at stake—there is one question that 
has never been mentioned, never been 
dreamed of either by Disraeli or the 
Queen. 

We imean their refusal to obey the will of 
the people. 

As amatter of law the Queen appoints 
the Cabinet. If the election results ina 
Liberal majority she is expected to dismiss 
Disraeli and ask Gladstone or some other 
Liberal leader to form the new Government. 


But she is only expected to do this 
in obedience to public sentiment 
—the will of the people. There 


is not one syllable in either the laws or the 
British Constitution which would require it, 
as, for instance, our own Constitution reg- 
ulates and requires the surrender of power 
in accordance with the result of every 
Presidential election. 

Nobody that the Queen and 
Disraeli will obey the will of the people; 
but who is there in this country who 
not seriously doubt whether 
Grant and the Republican party would. 
obey the will of the majority -if it resulted 
in the election of a Democratic President? 

England is a monarchy. The United 
States are a republic based upon popular 
self-government. But seriously, which in 
reality is the better republic?

The real republic is where the peo- 
ple really govern themselves’ and 
where their will is not de- 
fled. It makes no difference how the 


Government is called—it is essentially not 
a Republic when it is carried on against 
the will of the people—the votes of the ma- 
jority—the plainest letter of the law and 
the Constitution—carried on by the result 
of fraud, forgery and perjury. 

In many essentials of a true Republic 
England is abead of us to-day, in spite of 


its idlotic,axd useless royalty. It has ani 
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will have a Government in compliance with, 


and not in defiance of, the will of the 
people, | 

However close the result of the Parlia- 
mentary election may be, the Queen, Dis- 
raeli and his party of Tories and aristocrats 
will surely submit. 

But how about a close Presidential elec- 
tionin this country? Who thinks that after 
the infamous precedent of 1876 Grant and 
his desperate managers will surely submit? 

Which, after all, is the Government of 
the people? Which, in reality, the real 
Republic? 


GRANT’S TITLE. 

For sé@me particular reason New Orleans 
seems to be the seat of tomfoolery in this 
country. It is the only city in which the 
Carnival has obtained a solid footing, and 
from one year’s end to another Momus 
seems to be a more important personage 
down there than the Governor of the State 
or the Collector of the Port. The visit of 
Gen. Grant to the city seems to have been 
regarded as a fitting occasion for taking the 
bridle off of Nonsense and turning the 
frisky animal loose inthe streets. Last 
night the Carnival Court held a session, 
and after the prescribed mummery had 
been gone through with the company sat 
down to a banquet with General Grant, the 
most serious and ponderous person in the 
land. During the progress of the feast the 
General was notified that he had been elect- 
ed amember of the Royal Host, with the 
title of Duke of America. Thereupon he 
was decorated with the order of St. Rex by 
the Lord High Chamberlain. The title of 
Duke of America, thus conferred, is about 
an equivalent for the rank of G. 
R. J. in the ancient and _ honorable 
order of Sons of Malta. In acknowl- 
edging the compliment, the General 
made the following neat little speech: 


Ladies and gentlemen, I thank you very 
much for this kia reception and for the com- 
pliment which the Rex Association has just 
paid me, for, pronounced Republican aslam, 
it would, under crdinary circumstances, hard- 
ly be proper tor me to accept the distinction 
which you have just conferred upon me, es- 
pecially as I have been frequently charged with 
an attempt to seize upon a higher title; but, as 
I said before, under such circumstances, and 
appreciating the objects of your worthy organ- 
ization, I accept the title of Duke, and thank 
you again for the compliment paid and kind 
reception extended me. 

This is the largest sentence ever spoken 


by Grant in public, and the best construct- 
,ed. The occasion probably inspired him. 
In view of his Imperialistic tendencies he 
could hardly haVe said less, but under his 
assumed flippancy we think we can detect 
a substantial satisfaction with his sudden 
promotion to the rank of ‘‘Jook.’’ All 
these things are pleasing to Grant, and the 
fact that he should have ever been selected 
in humor as the proper person upon whom 
to confer a title which has no abiding place 
in this free country shows that the:people 
are ripe for the terrible change which 
threatens the debilitated Republic. We 
feel it our duty to ring the fire bells and 
sound the alarm. 


STEPs are being taken in Congress 100kK- 
ing to the holding of a World’s Fair in New 
York City in 1883. A bill creating a cor- 
poration for the management of the con- 
cern has passed the Senate. The bill was 
amended so that it requires that $1,000,000 
shall be subscribed and one-tenth of the sum 
paid up before the company can do any 
business. The corporation is also prohib- 
ited from making any division of assets un- 
til all the debts have been paid. When the 
bill was put upon its passage Senator 
Whyte, of Maryland, opposed it on the 
ground that he could find no warrant in the 
Constitution for incorporating such a com- 
pany. The warrant for passing the bill for 
the Philade]phia exhibition had been found, 
he asserted, not in the Constitution, but in 
the Declaration of Independence, and the 
Senate had then been told that it would not 
be called upon again for such action within 
one hundred years. The United States was 
the godfather of that exhibition, and the 
result of the action of Congress was an ap- 
peal from the commission for $2,000,000. 
Congress had been compelled to pay $1,500- 
000 to save the nation from disgrace and 
make the exhibition successful. The 
money had been reclaimed by means of a 
lawsuit. Congress had also spent $650,000 
in preparing national exhibits, and this ex- 
pense ought not to be incurred again so 
soon. On this point Senator Whyte is 
sound. New York can hold as many fairs 
as she pleases; but Congress has no more 
right toextend aid to the class of exhibi- 
tion proposed than it has to throw 
its protecting wings over the §t. Louis Fair 
Association. 


Mvccu tothe surprise of everybody the 
Beaconsfield ministry in England has suf- 
fered a stunning defeat. The Liberals 
started out with fifty odd seats to win. 
They have already gained thirty-nine, and 
the tide everywhere is setting in their 
favor. All the English newspapers admit 
that the Conservative majority in Parlia- 
ment has been replaced by a Liberal ma- 
jority, and the question now, as the London 
Standard puts it, is simply whether the 
Gladstone people will be able to take office 
with reasonabie prospects of carrying on the 
business of the country satisfactorily. It 
is hardly fair to interpret the defeat of Bea- 
consfield as a protest against the *‘ Jingo’’

policy. The British people are fond of war | 


and military prestige and have always been 
willing to settle their glory bills without 
much grumbling. The Liberal victory 
simply means that the people are tired of 
the tendency to push the prerogatives of 
the Queen-Empress, as well as of the per- 
sonality of Mr. Disraeli, and that at the 
bottom the tendency of the current of 
politics is rather toward democracy and 
less government. 


For several months the Republican or- 
gans have been roaring about a deep- 
seated design on the part of the revolution- 
ary Democrats in Congress to unseat Wash- 
burne, of Minnesota and five his seat in 
the House to Donnelly, the Greenback- 
Democrat. The Committee on Elections 
has finally concluded that neither of the 
gentlemen is entitled tothe seat, and if 
the House adopts that view a new election 
will be ordered. This is a fair solution of 
the problem, for while the election in the 
Third District was decidedly irregular it 
was never clear that Donnelly was author- 
ized to represent it. A new clection will 
give both gentlemen a fair opportunity to 
test the question of political and personal 
popularity, free from the extraneous an- 
noyances incident to a general campaign. 


THE Legislature of Kentucky has passed a 
law abolishing public executions. Hereafter, 
when the law rises up in its majesty in that 
State and kills a man, it willdo it behind a 
fence or in a jail enclosure in the presence of 
a select audience. This wise provision should 
be copied by the Legislature of Missouri next 
winter. It would be q@uel, perhaps, to de- 
prive the people of their free amusements, but 
experience shows that public executions are 
brutalizing and demoralizing and utterly de- 
void of moral effect. The history of public 
executions in the land shows that murders are 
frequently committed by drunken and blood- 
thirsty spectators before they get home from 
the exhibition which wus especially designed 
to edify and terrify them. If the public insists 
on having bloody amusement of some kind, it 
will be an-easy matter to establish the highly 
exciting pastime of bull-fighting under proper 
governmental authority. 


SOME conscience-stricken individual in St. 
Louis, signipg his name ‘‘O. B.,’’ has sent to 
the Internal Revenue authorities in Washing- 
ton a $500 bill, which he says he has wrong- 
fulby withheld from the Government in con- 


| sideration of a claim which he nurses against 


Uncle Sam. This is entirely toothin. ‘“O. 
B.’’ issome old member of the historic whis- 
ky ring who has been overtaken by an inabili- 
ty to sleep of nights.

4 Franklin Avenue Upholsterer Makes a 


‘\ 


Fatal Attempt on His Life, 


- — 
—_— 


Anflicting a Mortal Wound With a Dull Pock- 
et Knife. 


About 10:50 o’clock this morning Edward 
-Stearke, a German upholsterer doing business 
-at No. 1718 Franklin avemue, made an at- 
‘tempt upon his life by cutting his throat with 
which will prove fatal 
before many hours have passed. Stearke is 
about thirty-five years of age, and resided 
with his wife at No. 2024 Carr street, doing a 
general Upholstering business on the south 
side of Franklin avenue, between Seventeenth 
ana Eighteenth streets. This morning he came 
down te his store as was his custom and set 
about the transaction of his usual business. 


Shortly before 11 o’clock he ‘secured a large- 
sized pocket-knife, with asingle larze blade 
badly jagged and blunted, and went to the 
water-closet in the rear of the store, Where he 
-drovethe dult steel across his throat froma 
point near the jugular vein down across the 
windpipe, inflicting 
A FRIGHTFUL GASH 

from which a stream of blood flowed to the 
floor, splattering the door and sides of the 
wall. Ife was soon discovered by some per- 
son about the premises, who called ia Officers 
Costello aud Quigly, who happened 
to be by at the’ time. 
They quickly removed the injured 
man to a mattress in the shop. Dr. Counzel- 
amann was summoned assoon as possible, and 
all attentions were paid to the man hurt, but 
he rapidly sank into an unconscious state, 
which resulted from the heavy loss of blood. 


» The neck was immediately bandaged so as to 


give the man ease, but as the case was 
a hopeless one no minute examination of the 
wounds was made more than to ascertain an 
outline of the extent ofthe injuries. The 
meck was carefully covered and bandaged, 
but the blood continued to 
00ze out from the spaces between 
the cloths, forming poois on the floor. A 
larve crowd of men, women and. children 
assembled at the suop and crowdedin to 
view the ghastly spectacle despite the 
efforts of the oflicera and friends who under- 
took toclear the place of persons having no 
business there. 
TOO MUCH DRINK. 

No sufficient cause oan be assigned for the 
rash act on Stearke’s part, who was of an ex- 
ceedingly industrious turn of mind and 
doing a prosperous business. 
A short time ago he became addicted to drink 
to a considerable degree,and it is supposed by 
his friends and acquaintances thit while un- 

der a mental aberration due _ to this 
cause he made the attempt. Or- 
linarily he was of good __ spirits, 
‘with an inclination towards buoyancy, but 
during the time he has been drinking he has 
experienced somewhat of a depression of 
feelings. He is married, but is childless. 

After caring for him as well as possible with 
the means at hand he was removed to 
his residence No. 2024Carr street. His death 
is expected momentarily. 

THE KNIFE. 

The police secured and carried to tbe police 
station the knife with which he did the deed. 
It is a common large sized buck-horn 
pocket knife, with but one blade, 
and that was smeared with clotted blood. 
Large notches and dents were visible onthe 
edge, and while it failed to cut the fleshas a 
keener instrument would have done, it pulled 
and tore the skin, making a particularly re- 
pulsive wound.

ed immigrants came in from Grenada and 
other Mississippi points on the City of Green- 
ville and the Belle Memphis, and they refused 
to give any information as to their starting 
points. From points further south than Gren- 
ada letters are being received which show the 
exodusters who settled in the neighborhood 
of Dunlap sre anxious to get back to the cot- 
ton field. Capt. Scudder, of the Anchor Line, 
bas generously offered tocarry these negroes 
Seuth for nothing from St. Louis. Mr. John 
McDonough, who has just got back to town 
from a Southern trip. reports that the 
acreage of cotton in Mississippi 
this year will be larger than it has been sinca 
the war. The negroes are being paid $15 a 
month and board, and those who worked last 
year on shares have netted from $300 to $400 
after paying alltheir expenses. A singular 
fact about the exdus now, he says, is that the 
negroes have all got money enough 
tocome awny onifthey wish. Many of the 
warty that came up to-day came as cabin pas- 
sengers, and some of those returning, whose 
fsreis being paid forthem, are so nice that 
they will not go as deck passengers, but must 
travel in the cabin.

The 
party wentup onthe regular Missouri Pa- 
citic 9 o’ clock express. About2 o’clock in the 
afternoon Mr. Finn got a dispatca somethiny 
after the following tenor: 
HERMANN, Mo., April 1, 188). 
Sheriff Finn, St. Louis:—Train ditched— 
four prisoners escaped—what shall I do? 
HODNETT. 
As soon as the good Sheriff got this startling 
messayve he rushed in all out of breath to his 
chief assistant, Judge Finney, and said that 
something must be done immediately. The 
Judge threw his eagle glance over the two 
lines that told the story, and as he did so 
the hair is said to have raised siraight up on 
the top of his head. 

‘*Telegraph Hodnett immediately,” said 
the Sheriff; ‘‘tell him to; spare -no timenor 
money to recapture the escaped prisoners.’ ’ 

The telegram was so written and sent off to 
Hodnett at Jefferson City. But tne message 
had not more than got on tothe wires till both 
Finney and Finn called to mind that it was 
the ist of April. Nothing more wassaid about 
it until last night at 12 0’clock, when the 
Sheriff got a telegram from Secretary of State 
McGrath saving that Hodnett was in St..Joe,Coff 
in Kansas City and Fitzgerald had started to 
Texas. This morning, however, all three of 
the deputies turned up in due form, but had 
not reported tothe Sneriff at 12 o’clock, at 
which hour a reporter happened to be in his 
office and heard Mr. Finn send a telephone 
message up tothe four Courts saying that 
unless Hodnett and the other two could ex- 
plain things their time was up. Just how the 

oke will terminate is not known, but it is 
ed possible that Hodnett did not send the 
dispatch from Hermann yesterday, but that 
it was sent by some practical joker who was 
on the train and who knew all the circumstan- 
ces, If this should be the case the trouble 
will go no further.

Anthony Comstock and the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice. 


What the S, S, V. Has Accomplished-- 
Interview With Mr, Comstock. 


Obscene Literature and Its Dissemination 
—Meeting of the St. Louis So- 
ciety This Evening. 


Anthony Comstock, of New York, the active 
apostle in the warfare against vice and the 
agentofthe Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, arrived in this city this morning and 
registered at the Planters’, The object of his 
visit is to deliver an address to the annual 
meeting of the St. Louis branch of the West- 
ern Society for the Suppression of Vice,whica 
will be held this evening at St. John’s M. E. 
Church. <A_ reporter in conversation 
with Mr. Comstock gleaned that 
the dealers inobscene literature had waxed 
more cunning the more they wer2 hunted by 
the strong hand of the law. They resorted to 
all kinds of tricks to secure the name; of per- 
sons to whom to send their filthy publica- 
tions. The principal of a ladies’ seminary, for 
instance, received a letter writtenin a femi- 


nine hand and saying that she was anxious to 
send her daughter to that academy, at the 
time requesting a 

the pupils’ names. The 
cipal suspected an_ ulterior 
and turned the letter over to Mr. Comstock. 
He traced itto New Haven, and discovered 
that the letter had been written by the wife of 
a publisher there. They had no children.and 
it was a moral certainty that they wanted the 
names for an immoral purpose. Again adver- 
tisements were inserted in religious periodi- 
cals offering microscopes for sale at 15 cents 
each. This wonderfully low tigure of course 
brought innumerable replies from students 
and the pupils of academies, seminaries, etc., 
and thus their names were secured for the vile 
purpose of the advertiser. Tnese, and many 
other devices, said Mr. Comstock, were em- 
ployed by these purveyors to depraved 
andimmoral tastes to accomplish their foul 
ends, and the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice bas to exert ail its ingenuity in running 
down these scoundrels and biackguards. wno 
are doing all-they can to devauch the youth of 
to-day. 

Mr Comstock is of medium height and in- 
clined to steutness. Ile wears moustache and 
whiskers in the Eovlish style. His forehead 
is high, bis face fleshy,while his eves spark- 
Je with activity. 

LAST YEAR’S WORK, 

In response to the query what special work 
the 8S. S. VY. had accomplished during the past 
year Mr. Comstock said: 

‘‘Tue mail is the great thoroughfare of 
communication between the rascals who hide 
themselves behind its anonymity and the 
sanctity ofthe home. It is specialiy my 
province to watch over the mail and detect 
these rascals.” 

Mr. Comstock is an agent of the postal ser- 
vice, serving for this purpose. 

‘‘Now, during the past year,’’ he resumed, 
‘fwe have stopped the great bulk 
of the advertising of bozus 
and other lotteries. Juring the same time we 
have stopped the bogus bankers and brokers. 
In December I took hold of that 

SPECIAL WORK, 
and have stopped twenty-three bozus brokers 
and bankers advertising to sell stuck oa mar- 
gins. For instance, Florence & Co., which 
was represented by really only one man. 
It Was started by Benjamin R. 
Buckwalter, and he had _ three other 
concerns, Adams Rros. & Co., Allen, Jourdan 
& Co. and Barnes, Garrison & Co. From 
these firms he received a monthly in@»me 
of $22,855 33. He intended to sell 
out that concern to two of his clerks, but it 
was simply adodge to screen himself, and if 
anybody was arrested to put those two fellows 
inthe hole. By the pretended sale the clerks 
were to receive $100 a month and all 
moneys that came in over and above expenses 
were to be deposited inthe Fourth National 
Bank for bim. I discovered the monstrous 
fraud and stopped and brvekeit up entirely 
under the postal law regulations, and 
under the order of the Postmaster-General, 
their Mail was returned to the writers. When 
Buckwalter, the week before Christmas, left 


New York to spend his _ holidays 
with the lady he was engaged to, 
his income was over $20,000 a month. 


When he returned he didn’t receive so much 
i$ a postage stamp from this source. [I also 
stopped Baxter & Co.—altogether, as 1 say, 
twentv-three of them.’’ 

Referring to the trial of Williams, the bank 
rresident, for sending obscene matter 
through the mail,Mr. Comstock remarked that 
he was convinced of his guilt. 

OTHER GOOD WORKS, 

“We have also broken up the _ pro- 
fessional abortionist business. Fifty have 
been convicted and ever sixty arrested. ’? 

**Are you encouraged in your work’?’? 

Decidedly tbhereis a great improvement 
Visible. Wenolonger seize large stacks of 
obscene matter as we did previous to ’77. 
The professed dealers have dwindled down to 


a small number. The majority now 
are amateur: printers. I arrested 
during the past year the

Association. He was sending the foulest and 
most rotten stuff through the mails. Pardons 
ure also Jess frequent, the Governors of the 
different States are less inclined to leniency, 
and there is @ healthy public sentiment grow- 
ing. 
THE PARENT SOCIETY AND ITS BRANCHES, 
A member of the St. Louis 
branch of the S. S. V. imparted some 
valuable facts and information to the reporter. 
The St. Louis branch of the New York parent 
society was formed inthe spring of 187Sand 
grew out of a meeting held at the Union M. 
kK. Church comprising some of our leading 
merchants, pbysicians, lawyers and some of 
the je ag clergymen ofthe city. A full 
set of oilicers was elected,constitution and by- 
laws drawn up and adopted ang since 
then the svuciety has been in active 
operation. Its. president now is Dr. 
McPheeters, and Mr, McAfee is secretary. In 
addition to St. Louis branch societies of the 
S.8. V. have been formed in Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, Indianapolis and other West- 
ern cities. It is estimated. that inthe Wes 
there ure fofty dealers in this nefarious tratfiic, 
located in Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 


Cleveland and Indianapolis, but the 
headquarters of these panderers 
to depravity in the West is 
Chicago. These men the S. S. V. and its 


officers are always pursuing, endeavoring to 
entrap them and get them within the clutch 
of the law. 

OBJECT OF THES. S. Vv. 

The one great object for which the present 
society and its branches were created was the 
suppression of obscene literature and articles 
of indecent and immoral use. This literature 


isfound in the form of books, pamphlets, 
leaflets, songs, pictures and —_arti-

hands they may come. Some idea of the mag-

startling conception of the extent of the evil.

One agent suys: “I found in the houses of the 
wealthiest and best families, in the hands of 
sons and daughters alike, the vilest books, 
pictures and articles. In some cases the son 
or daughter has been corrupted while in our 
best schools, seminaries and colleges. Chil- 
dren of rich and poor, high and low alike, 
bave been thusruined. Inone of the best 
public schools in Brooklyn I found one of the 
worst books ever published being circulated 
among the boys und traced it into some of 
the best families of that city. In August, 
1877, arrested a woman at Des Moines, lowa, 
and found in her possession letters from 

ung girls from all parts of the country. 

aking some ofthese letters,I sought out their 
authors and found in the hands of young girls 
the most horrible matter. Obscene pictures 
have been found on the children of the pub- 
lic schools of New York Clty. In one locality 
nearly every mother, daughter and even 
servant girl in respectable fainilies 
have been made the recipients of modst infa- 
mous matter sent to them through the 
mails.’? 

A MONSTER OF DEPRAITY. 

One most odious case demands special men- 
tion: Prof.G. H. Gaulier, professorin sev- 
eral of the leading institution of learning in 
New York City, was discovered as having ex- 
hibited, in secret, to his pupils the vilest 
books, pictures and articles ever made. This 
man, for years, made a practice of showing 


these hornmble things to the children 
attending these institutions. The monster 
taught at seven of the leading 


seminariesof New York City within the last 
thirteen years. He stated when arrested that 
be bad some of his obscene stuff on hand that 


he had broughtfrom France and also admit- - 


ted sbowing some to his pupils in most of the 
above institutes. 

A TABULAR VIEW OF RESULTS 
presented atthe end of the taird annual re- 
port showed that 120 persons had been arrest- 
‘ed in the United States courts, 124 
in State courts. Of these 133 had 
been convicted or pleaded guilty, seven 
had absconded while prisoners, fifteen had 
been re-arrested, ten convicted on second 
trial and five had forfeited their bonds. The 
total amount of fines imposed was $43,425. Of 
the stock confiscated and destroyed during 
this time there we'e 21,141 pounds of. books 
and sheet stock, 202,133 obscene pietures and 
photographs, 7.400 microscopic pictures for 
charins, rings, knives, etc., 1,692 negative 
photographie plates for making obscene pic- 
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tures; 14,400 stereotype plates for | 
printing books, 63,819 articles for | 
immoral purposes, rubber, ete., 3,503 | 


boxes of pilis. powders, etcs. useu by abor- 
tionists; 285,216 circulars, catalogues, poems | 
and songs: 3,000 letters, packazes, etc., seized 
in the hands of dealers ready for mailing; 21,- | 
200 open letiers seized 1n possession of persons | 
arrested; 21,200 newspavers containing im- | 
proper advertisements or obscene matter. A | 
fact that shows the great magnitude ofthe | 
business isthe circumstance revealed by ac- 
count books of publishers that there were over | 
6.0CO dealers in these articles on the Ist of 
January, 1877. 
THE LAW. 

So faras the United States courts are con- 
eerned the society operates uader anact of 
Congress approved March 38, 1872, making it | 
a penal offense to send any ‘’obscene, lewd or | 
lascivious book, pamphlet, pic'ure, paper, | 
print or other publication of an indecent 
character’’ through the mails uuder a penalty 
of a fine of $100 to $5,000, or imprisonment 
from one to ten vears. Most 
of the State laws are more explicit. The difli- 
culties encountered by the society and its 
branches in the prosecution of its work have 
been multifarious. They complain of the de- 
lay interposed to prevent offenders from  be- 
ing brought to aspeedytrial. The leniency 
of some of the State courts in imposing fines 
other punishments often below the lowest 
limit set by the statute is also complained | 
of.

ease With which pardons have been secured 
by the very worst criminals, and it seems that 
clergymen have sometimes lent themselves to 
seculing executive clemency for these offend- 
ers.

He Prefers to be Hanged Rather 
than Go to the Penitentiary. 


- — 


The Condemned Man Satisfied With His 
Fate, and Willing to Die. 


W. H. Erb, the man who was found guilty 
ofthe murder of his divorced wife, Rose 
Mion, yesterday afternoon in the Criminal 
Court, was visited this morning by a repre- 
sentative of the Post-DisPaTCH. Erb was 
smoking a pipe with evident enjoyment as 
he was released from his cell and came dowa 
to the lobby of the jail where visitors are en- 
tertained. Afterascertaining the fact that 
Erb was feeling in good spirits, the reporter 
asked him what he thougnt of his convic- 
tion. 

“T have thought very little about it,” said 
the convicted man. ‘*‘It was quick 


work. The Circuit Attorney is satisfied and 
so am I with the result of my trial. I havea 
little 1 poy. against the ‘Dutch jury’ which 
found the verdict, and never want anything 
more to do with that kind of a jury. I will 
warn all the prisoners now in jail to be care- 
ful about taking ‘Dutchmen’ on the jury 
when they are tried for their lives, especially 
if they are such ‘mutton-heads’ as I had on 
my trial. They didn’t think of me at all, but 
were. thinking of how long they had been 
from their wives and how thirsty they 
were for a glass of beer. Why, just 
think of coming to a_ verdict in 
in the few moments they were out after the 
trial was over. Col. Normille made them’ a 
great deal worse by talking of beer in his 
speech; that settled it and they became more 
thirsty than before.’’ 
NEW TRIAL. 

‘‘Are you to make a movement for anew 
trial?’ queried the reporter. “Oh, I guess 
not,’’? said Erb. Iam perfectly willing to die 
forthe crime which I committed. I had a 
good notion to tell Col.Normile yesterday that 
I was willing to die,asIdid not want to be 
talked to death. He spoke of Hiemann being 
innocent of the crime of wife murder because 
the murderer was drunk and crazy with driak. 
Il am just as innocent of the crime of which I 
am convicted as that man Hiemann. I have 
net yet talked with my lawyers, but I shall 
not advise them to make a motion for a new 
trial, as 1 am perfectly satistied as the thiag 
now stands.”’ : 

HIS EXPLANATION. 

“You see,’’ said Erb, crossing one leg over 
the other and taking a pufl from his pipe, ‘*I 
was drunk for three weeks before my wife was 
killed. I loved her and still love her memo- 
ry very dearly. I hoped to make up with 
her, and when I heard thatshe was about 


10 marry some one else it 
| made me wild. I kept on 
| drinking. I drank ‘‘rot-gut’’ whisky and 


not beer, as Col]. Normile stated in his speech. 
I couldn’t eat anything, but lived on whisky. 
I don’t know what I did that night, aad if 
any one told methat I had kilied her during 
thatevening I would have called him a liar. 
I could not believe it until I saw her lifeless 
body inthe Morgue with the wounds in her 
back. Then I began to understaad wast I 
had done.” 

Erb then commenced to narrate the trouble 
that had caused the separation, but stopped 
and said: ‘‘I don’t want to say aught against 
my wife, for she is dead. Iwill soon follow 
her, and perhaps we will be united again.’’ 

SOONER BE HANGED. 

‘Would you prefer to go to the peniten- 
tiary for life instead of suffering death on the 
scaffold?’ continued the inquisitive reporter. 

‘*l. would sooner be hanged. Iwill never go 
willingly to the penitentiary for life. I cando 
my children no good, for while I still have a 
father’s love for them, I am unable to help 
them, and would be in case I went to the peni- 
tentiary. No; ! would sooner hang, as then 
my troubles will all be over. Iam perfectiy 
willing to hang for my crime. 

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

**T once bad a notion to kill myself while in 
jail, but that is all overnow. 1 got some rope 
in my cell and was arranging it to hang my- 
self and save the expense of a public execu- 
tion. The Catholic priest came in and saw me, 
and told me that by killing myself my soul 
would be lost. Since that time I have given 
up such thoughts and have joined the church. 
I now rest well and feel happy. I again say 
that I am perfectly willing to be hanged.”
